Democrats Feel Good Over It. 


The democrats, who have been in 


complete control of the state ma- 
chinery in every department for the 
first -time in sixteen years, feel that 
they have acquitted themselves with 
honor to the party and to the state's 
material benefit.

Rep- 
resentatives Marriman and.Van Home, 
e'ftgr two days' efforts, were unable to 
reach an agreement. The house re- 
publicans caucused 'today in favor of 
tne bouse amendment, which proved 
the' stumbling block .that killed the bill 
In the'senate. 


"Senator Grube made a speech, de- 


claring that he had fought hard ana 
conscientiously for it. He attributed 
the defeat to the big corporation lobby 
that baa been hanging around, the 
statehouse since.the fight for the bill: 
that others 
will take 
It • up, 
and 


eventually it will become a. law. The 
galleries applauded him vigorously. 


Senator Wood then made a brief 


speech, commending Senator Grube for 
his.honesty, but .asserting that he had 
been deceived in his own bill: that, 
instead of providing- for referendum 
elections, one section made it possible 
for the city councH to grant a per- 
petual franchise 20 days after An elec- 
tion was called. Under the measure 
.seeking to protect the. people, he said, 
a. vicious council could have granted 
franchises on which no election.": could 
have been held. 


Showed Amazement. 


Members of the senate who support- 


ed Grube beard Wood's speech with 
amazement. 


The Grube bill wa? regarded as one 


of the most important pieces of lezis- 
latlon considered during the session. 
It was favored hy Governor Marshall. 


The house ended the session with 


disorder. 
Papers and basket? were 


thrown and there was a general "rough 
house." The scenes In the senate were 
different owing to the important char- 
acter of legislation considered to the 
finish.

President Declares It a Test of Efficiency, 


But the Rumor Is Persistent That More 


Serious Eventualities Are Threatened.

Washington, March 7.—An army of 


approximately twenty thousand men, 
representing 'all branches of the serv- 
ice, is mobilizing along the Mexican 
border of tho United States. It is of- 
ficially stated and the administration 
made special efforts to substantiate 
the statement, that the sole purpose 
of this unusual mobilization was man- 
euvers on a grand scale for the train- 
Ing of officers and men. 


While every effort was made in of- 


ficial circles here to give this great 
movement th« appearance of a simple 
preparation for maneuvers, there were 
persistent rumors 
that 
the govern- 


ment was preparing for more serious 
eventualities. . 


Disquieting Reports. 


Confidential reports from Mexico of 


late have encouraged the 
belief 
of 


many that conditions in the Mexican 
government are far from being as sat- 
isfactory as official assertions seek to 
indicate. 
Immense foreign 
Interests 


are at stake In Chihuahua, for ex- 
ample, and their owners have been 
very uneasy as to what, would hao- 
flen to them in case of widespread 
disorders. .

today that urgent representations had

PUTTING ON THE LIMIT. 


The initVil rush to do so indicates that most of the 


counties of. Indiana will avail themselves of the lati- 
tude afforded by the Proctor law to greatly limit the 
number of saloons. The first day of the new law's 
operation witnessed the fixing of one saloon to each 
thousand of .population as the legal ratio in near a 
score of counties. This action in some of the coun- 
ties anticipates the need, for they still are "dry," hut 
the regulation will simplify matters somewhat in the 
return to moist ,,times if elections should decree sa- 


loons. 


It is" notable thafrsome of'thc counties that have fixed 


tile maximum ratio contain cities among the most con- 
siderable in Indiana. St. Joseph with South Bend, 
Girant with Marion, TippVanoe wilh Lafayette, Dela-

The federal bureau of public road? has marie a state- 


ment, that properly constructed systems of highways 
in the United States would mean a direct saving of 
$250,000,000 annually in marketing farm produce: a 
saving of $10,000.000 in marketing the wheat crop 
alone, $12.000.000 in marketing the corn crop, and 
$5.000,000 in marketing the cotton crop. 
With such j 


a system of highways every city would be surrounded 
hy profitable and productive garden truck farms, which 
would mean a saving to the city in the cost of butter, 
eggs, vegetables, etc.. and also would benefit the public 
health by reason nf a fresh supply of such articles 
daily. 


However great the money, value of good roads, the | 


educational, social and religious advantages arc much 
greater. 
It is a correct principle of taxation that the 


people and property benefited should bear a partion of 
the burden. There is no question that the cities benefit 
from good roads and should pay part of the cost of 
maintenance and construction. This principle is rec- 
ognized in many localities, particularly in the eastern 
states, where state aid and county aid highway laws 
have been adopted and where large appropriations have 
been made to carry, out such laws. In some counties 
the division of city and farm values is such that a 
tolerable fair apportionment of road cost could be made 
through the county aid law. In other counties this is 
impracticable. In some states, containing wealthy and 
populous cities, state good roads laws equitably divide 
the cost of highway improvement and construction be- 
tween urban and rural localities, but just as there 
exists in wealthy states poor counties and poor towns 
which need aid in road building, so there are many 
poorer states which need federal aid in highway im- 
provement—states which do not contain populous and 
wealthy cities, and states'where state aid laws would 
not properly apportion the expense between the urban 
and rural localities. 


The principle of all county and federal aid statutes 


is to divide the expenses fairly between the country 
and the city. Improved highways in the western wheat 
fields benefit to a certain extent the cities of New 
York and -Philadelphia and other eastern cities, and 
federal aid for road building is urged in order that 
comprehensive 
and adequate systems of improved

SEALER MATTER UP 


The Fort Wayne Retail Merchants' 


association held their regular monthly 
meeting at the Commercial club Mon- 
day night. One of the principal issues 
of the evening was the unloading or- 
dinance, which 
provides 
that mer- 


chants having 
a back entrance to 


their business places 
shall use the 


same for unloading and loading their 
goods, and which it was asserted is a 
dead ordinance, as far as enforcement 
Is concerned, and isf being violated m 
the most flagrant manner by Colum-! 
bia street commission houses. As the 
result'of the matter being brought up 
Harry K. Kennerk, secretary of the as- 
sociation, Fred Ash. Jesse Brosius'and 
Peter Plckara were appointed a com- 
mittee to file affidavits against rner- 
:hants;vlolating the law and see to >ts 
•nforcement. 


The matter came up through the 


reading of a letter to 'the association 
from Fred Ash, of the firm of H. J. 
Ash & Co., complaining that a com- 
mission house next door to him on Co- 
lumbia street, was violating the ordi- 
nance daily and asking that the asso- 
ciation take some action in seeing 
that the law is enforced. The fact 
that there were numerous violations 
of- the ordinance was then brought 


,. up, and it was decided to appoint a 
"committee to await on the board of 


public works to endeavor to have the 
ordinance enforced. 


Mr. Brosius is Htard. 


Before this was put to a vote Jesse 


Broslus, ot the Brosius-Hocker Auto- 
mobile company, of Columbia street, 
took the floor and emphatically stat- 
ed that in his opinion tlie proposed 
action did not amount to anything; 
as- the members ot the board of works 
were not policemen. He also recalled 
to mind that while he was a member 
of the board of public 'works an affi- 
davit was filed against a Columbia 
street merchant for violating the ordi- 
nance and he was duly fined in police 
court, .but kept on. violating the ordi- 
nance!' arid "if 'was discovered 'about 
a month or so later that the judge 
who had assessed the fine had after- 
wards remitted it.

That is eequlvalent to the pay roll ol 
a pretty large manufacturing estab- 
lishment. 


The postofflce force alone, including 


the postmaster, numbers seventy-six 
employes and their pay roll last year 
for these soventy-slx persons amount-

government building employes. The. 
actual pay roll of the Fort Wayne 
postofflce is $114,283 a year, or rather 
that is what it was last year. 


Then there are other 
government 


employes who receive their pay .here. 
These include the force in the internal 
revenue department, the two army re- 
cruiting stations, the meat inspectors, 
and the one member of the Mislssippl 
river commission residing here. This 
totals $15,144-

He takes from .mony and gives to the 
few. 
Kor even' dollar that he pays 


out he takes from us other dollars. He 
just reaches out and gets it. andeverj 
one of us helps him in his apparently 
unbounded generosity.

In the old days the Germans 
were considered a harmless, good-natured 
race, who had no fight in them—fistlcally 
speaking. 
Of course, they were always 


good fighters on the battle field, but few 
Teutons were ever heard of as prize 
fighters up to within the past decade or
